Fire Hall and Jail is Included in Issu- 


ance—People are 
Ready 
for 


Improvement. 


After a long preparation that has 


been marked by the care in which all 
preliminary work has been done, the 
Covina city board of trustees has de- 
cided to hold a bond election for the 
purpose of securing a sewer system 
and a new building for use as a fire 
hail and Jail. The ordinance has -been 
passed and is printed this week for 
the first time. The issue calls for the 
voting of $70,000 for sewer purposes 
and $3,500 for the building of the jail 
and fire hall. 


The election will be held on Tues- 


day, 
November 29, and the polling 


place for the city will be in the rooms 
of the board of trustees on the second 
floor of the Reed block. It is under- 
stool that the issue will bear denom- 
nations of $5000 each on the sewer 
bonds and $100 each on the municipal 
'luilding bonds. The passing of these 
londs by a large majority is expected, 
as a very careful canvass of the senti- 
ment has been made, and it is found

The city has been badly 
in need of a sewer system for many 
years.

ton confirmed the announcement that 
the Southern Pacific takes over the 
Pacific Electric property. He was not 
prepared, however, to admit that the 
negotiations had been completed.

"My interest in the Pacific 


Electric is taken by the Southern Pa- 
cific, and the Southern Pacific interest 
in the Los Angeles Railway Corpora- 
tion is transferred to me.

the money section, there is today, in 
a well-furnished office, most conserva- 
tive in appearance, the suckers' direc- 
tory of the fraud gang. The man in 
formed that the list of names is now 
been suspected of his calling and 
none of his associates believe that it 
s anything but legitimate. I am in- 
formed that the list of names is now 
near the quarter million mark and 
growing daily. As soon as a concern 
puts out more literature, they con- 
sult the directory in order to get 
quick returns. Whenever a new vic- 
tim bites his name is added to the 
list. The names are kept in a fire- 
proof back room and every precau- 
tion is taken to guard it against de- 
struction or raid.
